the Flint has embarked. When the 
sweeping waters of the river reach 
Nawton tomorrow they are expected 
to wreak disaster that will parallel 
the great flood of 1902, recorded to 
be the worst in the history of the 
state. All down the line the river 
was rising tonight and though other 
places were imperiled, all eyes were 
turned on Newton for that city lies 
lin the: lowlands ‘almost on a level 
with the river’s normal stage. 

Swooping down from Montezuma 
cnd points north where they left nine 
deaths and untold property damage 
in their wake the flood waters, re- 
sulting from a near deluge early this 
week, passed Albany late this after- 
noon and although much damage was 
wrought, did little to affect the nor- 
mal conditions in the city. 

The Flint passes Albany at the 
edge of town, which is protected by 
a high embankment. The _ waters 
passed over this embankment, how- 
ever, and flooded a wide area, dam- 
aging a number of small homes and 
stores. They did not, however, reach 
the heart of the city. Motor boats 


and launches hastily carried by truck 
from near-by resorts were put on the 
river and state engineers sallied forth 
to report the progress of the flood. 
Some of these engineers speeded in ad- 
vance of the raging waters in order 
to superintend the evacuation of New- 


ton. 
Newton lies about midway between 


Albanv and Bainbridge and in years 
past lias been visited by numerous and ~ 
costly floods. The heart of the little 
town lies upon the brink of the river 
and each time the Flint rises beyond 
its normal stage, Newton suffers a 
flood loss. 

No casualties are expected there to- 
night and tomorrow for the residents © 
have had ample warning of what is 
to come. All in danger are believed 
to have left their homes by now and 
taken with them all the physical prop- 
erties tiey could assemble on such 
short notice. 

The flood there is expected to de- 
molish or damage a number of new 
houses, built after the disastrous flood 
of 25, which until this week had 
been the only parallel to what was 
considered a catastrophe in 1902. 

Middle and south central Georgia 
today were rapidly restoring traffic 
and business conditions, though the 
town of Montezuma continued to be 
almost entirely under water. Train

The recommendations were made in 
keeping with a proposal put forward

Major League 
Umpires Quit 
Spring W ork 


National League Abandons 
Idea of Using Big Timers 
in Early Contests. 


——— 


BY GEORGE MORIARTY, 
Big League Umpire. 

New York, March 2.—(Special.)— 
For the last ten years major league 
unipires have officiated in the pre-sea- 
son exhibition games. This season, 
however, the National league has 
abandoned the idea, and only three 
American league arbiters are gesticu- 
lating in the south. 

Iixperience has shown that amateur 
umpires have been unable to cope 
with delicate and unusual situations 
in the spring games. Several years 
ago one major league spring series 
was called otf because a semi-profes- 
sional umpire became confused and 
gave a weird decision. Plenty of 
trouble and enmity resulted. To pre- 
vent further complications major 
league umpires were pressed into 
service. 

Too Long Assignments. 


The fault with the spring system 
is that the umpires are assigned too 
long to the same club. This is con- 
trary to regular season policy. During 
championship games it is the eustom 
for National league umpires to. re- 
main in a city during a three or four- 
game series. American league judges 
of play seldom see the same ball clubs 
for more than two series of three or 
four-game length. 

Spring exhibitions are often as dif- 
ficult to umpire as the championship 
games, because the rookies hoping to 
gain recognition are keyed up to 
stage strenuous and spirited battles 
against the veterans. 

Eye Not Affected. 

| Now-_that spring training is on in 
earnest k am constantly asked wheth- 
er it is necessary for the umpires 
to do any physical conditioning. I 
| believe the umpire should not-extend 
himself -in this regard. The six 
months’ layoff does not affect his 
trained eye. If he knows the chief 
characteristics of the pitchers he 
should call balls and strikes with the 
same precision that marked his work 
during tae closing weeks of the pre- 
vious campaign. The low-pitched ball 
is sometimes troublesome, but it can 
be mastered if the umpire is ready 
and alert. The same is true of base 
decisions. 

Umpires Tommy Connolly and Bill 
Klem, who have been calling them 
for more than a quarter of a century, 
can step onte the diamond on open- 
ing day and give complete satisfaction 
without more exercise than lacing 
their shoes daily through the winter 
months. In fact, at their mellow 
ages, any form of strenuous physical 
preparation might react upon their 
ever reliable work on the ball field. 

Major league umpires have been 
required to do little running since the 
three-man system of umpiring was in- 
troduced. The ball player’s eye must 
coordinate with cat-like movements 
in the field, at bat, and on the bases: 
| therefore his traming necessarily 
| Starts anew each spring. 

Care for Youngsters. 


| Credit the San Francisco club with 
| real sagacity in the care of its young- 

sters. This club recently sent one 
beginner to a health resort to increase 
his weight ten pounds before the 
opening of the season. ‘he same 
club instructed another youngster te 
drink all the milk he could, at the 
club’s expense, with the hope of fat- 
tening both his frame and batting 
average. 

Because of the scarcity of promis- 
ing talent the time seems appreach- 
ing when a system of hygiene will be 
established for ball players during the 
winter. It is a fe: sible. idea. Too 
many players report in the spring 
physically ‘nfit and expect to attain 
the pink of condition -in six short 
weeks. 

Defective teeth and tonsils are 
common among ball players, and 
should be remedied during the winter 
months in order not to impede the 
speedy and vigorous spring program.

The memorial room described is on 
the fourth floor of the Asa G. Can- 


| dler library, erected in 1926 at a cost 


of $500,000. It contains a large col- 

lection of the southern writer's orig- 

inal manuscripts, all of which have 

been arranged and are on display. 
Help of Family. 

When the idea for a memorial room 
at Emory was suggested in 1926. Mrs. 
Harris and her six children decided 
without hesitation to place the treas- 
ured “Uncle Remus” papers in 
Emory’s hands for safekeeping, re- 
search and display. One of the sons, 
Lucien Harris, of Atlanta, has given 
much time to gathering the material. 

Joel Chandler Harris became per- 
sonally connected with Emory in 
June, 1902, when the board of trus- 
tees voted to confer the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of literature upon him. 
At the same time the University of 
Misseuri was conferring the doctor of 
laws on Mark Twain, his contempo- 
rary. 

The earliest work represented in 
the Emory collection is a part of the 
manuscript of “The Romance of Rock- 
ville,’ published in the old 
Constitution of 1878. The original 
Unele Remus sketches, which

presérved, It is fortunate, however, 
that the collection possesses four sto-

The standard ‘fuel, of course, would 
not give the maximum of power and 
aneceleration afforded by the “high com- 
pression” fuel.

Among all the new features of 1929 
Cadillac and LaSalle cars, the syncro- 
mesh, silent-shift tranemission, is out- 
atanding because of its direct and im- 
mediate effect on driving ease.

with the self-starter, introduced by 
the company in 1912, and the inher- 
entiv-balanced crankshaft, produced in 
1023. 

Owners of the new cars have found 
that the new transmission makes gear 
chifting as easy as steering. Gove for 
all time is the former hesitation in 
neytral. The control lever is moved 
into precisely the same positions for 
various gear combinations akg former- 
l\. There are just two motions—de- 
cluteh and shift. The shift is made 
easile and silently. There is no clash- 
ing of gears. 

Back of its almost uneanny simplic- 
ite in operation is the story of a young 
man from Oregon who spent several 
vears in developing an idea, others in 
eonvineing the indunatry that the idea 
was right, and then more years with 
(‘adillactand General Motors engineers 
in making his dream a practical man- 
ufacturing possibility.

Owners Protests Raise 


In Taxes 


Plan To Organize School 
Board Separately Vigor- 
ously Scored; Urge Econ- 
omy in City Schools. 


Vigorously opposing the proposal to 
make a separate organization of the 
school board, from other departments 
of city government, a committee of 
28, representing a recent meeting of 
a group of Atlanta property owners, 
urge greater ecenomy in the conduct 
of the public school« of the city in a 
letter addressed to The Constitution. 

The committee contends that 
school board has added many “unneces- 
sary frills’ to the curricula of the eity 
schools and states its belief that its 
capacity to spend money is only limit- 
ed by the amount it can secure out of 
the city’s revenue. 

Warning is sounded that it would 
be dangerous to give the school board 
separate taxing authority and it is de- 
clared that any increase in tax rate 
or assessments would be disastrous to 
real estate values in Atlanta. 

The communication, which is signed 
by the committee of 28, headed by 
Morris Brandon, chairman, follows in 
full:

For Shorter Term. 

If the school term were shortened, 
if the kindergarten age were raised, 
if instead of free textbooks those stu- 
dents who could not pay for them paid 
a small rental, if in many other ways 
there was an earnest and intense de- 
sire to cut the cost to suit the amount 
available, we would have a school sys- 
tem substantially as efficient as it 
is today. It turned out as good stn- 
dents before it became so fancy as 
it does now. 

The public schools should not be 
made an instrument of tyranny or op- 
pression, They should be welcomed in 
a community and maintained with a 
reasonable expenditure of publie mon- 
ey, without fills, fads or foolishness 
of any description, without unduly 
prolonging the educational process and 
undertaking to take in too much ter- 
ritory, but in a genuine and sincere 
effort to give the children the essen- 
tials of a common school education. 
The schools should not be nurseries, 
boarding houses, vaudeville shows, yo- 
cational institutions. or places of 
amusement. The schools should be 
clean, comfortable and sanitary. The 
teachers should be devoted and com- 
petent, and the subjects taught should 
be the essentials, 

The very first principle {n regulat- 
ing taxation is that a budget should 
be fixed by responsible heads of de- 
partments agreed on by the general 
government, and there should be a 
rigid adherence to it. No department 
should have the right to dictate what 
it shall have for itself alone. Some 
competent authority should survey all 
departments of the city government, 
as well as make a calculation of what 
the taxpayers can bear, and whes 
that budget is fixed and the proper 
sum apportioned, there should be @ 
rigid adherence and no complaint 
When a man has to get along with a 
limited sum of money he can do it.

General Complaint, 

Municipal expenditures throughout 
the United States are beginning to 
attract general attention and com- 
plaint.

Two Institutions. 

The two institutions which are do- 
ing more for the cause of sincere edu- 
cation and research in the world than 
all other agencies combined are the 
Rockefeller and Carnegie foundations. 

The ablest men in the educational 
line in the world, and the most im- 
partial are connected with these in- 
stitutions. 

A recent examination of education- 
al institutions in the United States, 
made in 1922, by the Carnegie foun- 
for the advancement of teach- 
ing. has probed publie education so 
that we cannot do better 
than quote from it. We qnote from 
this report of the year 1922 
lowing extracts: 

“Municipalities and states are find- 
ing the rising costs of their educa- 
tion budget a most difficult and se- 
rious problem. The question how to 
finance the public system of educa- 
tion in the face of the other great 
demands made upon the communities 
and states has become an acute ques- 
tion.

Indeed, can it not be said that com- 
munity service for a fact is the major 
pillar upon which the state federa- 
tion is built. In fact the full breadth 
of community service interest cannot 
be expressed in a manner less inclu- 
sive than the human race. The limits 
of community service, therefore, are 
determined only by the magnitude of 
the community under consideration. 
The community may be thought of 
as fhe city, the county, the state, the 
nation or the whole world. More- 
over it should be observed that the 
broader loyalties do not destroy the 
more restricted loyalties and _ vice 
versa. 
Essential Needs. 

“This discussion, however, will be 
free from the viewpoint of the essen- 
tial needs of each club, city and coun- 
ty, as community service is “finally a 
participation. in community life for 
the interest of the group—having as 
its ideal a theory of life that seeks 
to bring opportunity and uplift tye 
the people. Housing conditions, labor- 
ing conditions, sewerage, sanitation, 
educational opportunities, fire protec- 
tion, recreation, ete., all have to de 
with such a development, leading up 
to the social and spiritual aspect of 
the community. Are they not, there- 


fore, a part of the life of the com- |} 
munity? The home» survey recently 
conducted by the general federation, 
among other things, revealed the lack 
of water systems in almost half of 
our incorporated towns and the ab- 
sence of sewer systems in more than 
one-half of these towns—this is an 
inescapable challenge to the commu- 
nity service division,” says Mrs. Sadie 
Orr Dunbar, of Portland, Ore.,. chair- 
man of the department of public wel- 
fare, in an article in the January 
General Federation News. “In our 
own state, Georgia, there are 58d 
incorporated towns and cities. A sur- 
lays bare the fact that S47 of 
this total have no water systems, and 
ol of this number have active wom- 
en’s clubs affiliated with the state 
federation. Aceording to keynote 
plans outlined by Mrs. W.. R. Minier, 
of Oakland, Neb., general federation 
chairman of this division, I strongly 
urge local clubs in communities where 
water and sewer systems are needed 
to make a determined. effort to solve 
this community problem. 

“Water and power system may be 
secured by Georgia municipalities 
through the issuance of bonds. To in- 
augurate a campaign for water and 
sewerage your club should urge the 
city government to ascertain the cost 
through an estimate made by a con- 
sulting engineer. This will indicate 
the amount of bonds needed, and your 
club, through a committee of its most 
influential members, should present 
this well-developed plan and strongly 
advocate that an election be called 
to determine the bond issue. When

Chairmen of Natural Resources 
Send Messages to Clubwomen 


Mrs. L. C. Waldrop, Tallapoosa, 
state chairman of Conversation and 
Natural Resources, sends the follow- 


ing message to the clubwomen, also 
a message from the general federa- 
tion chairman, Mrs, Katherine B. Tip- 
pets, Florida. She says: “The work 
of the conservation division in. the 
past has developed an appreciative un- 
derstanding of the natural résources 
with which our country was blessed in 
the beginning, and it has sought to 
stay the too prodigal use of its wealth. 
The presence of rich soil, timber and 
minerals in abundanee, forests and 
open spaces teeming with wild life, 
and copious water supply have all 
combined to form an attitude of in- 
difference as to the possibility of their 
exhaustion. It is only through; the 
conseientious efforts of such organi- 
zations as ours that this rich treasure 
chest of our nation can be handed 
down replete or a remnant as heritage 
to future generations. We need to 
wage vigorous campaigns for ade- 
quate protection, development, and the 
creation of national parks; to pro- 
mote growth of forests and fire pro- 
tection for same; to guard against 
pollution of waters; to conserve our 
wild life; to plant roadsides and civic 
centers, and to place nature study in 
the schools. With all this in mind, let 
us stress placing programs of con- 
servation in every club and _ school, 
also addres civic organizations on the 
topic. : 
-, he Need of Growing Trees. 
The destruction of the forests is 
something that the eye can observe 
for itself. For too long we have been 
treating our forests like a mine in- 
stead of a crop. We must provide for 
a timber crop every year. This is ab- 
solutely imperative, because, accord- 
ing to census estimates, our popula- 
tion is increasing at the rate of a 
million a year. The question comes 
to all thinking Americans: What 
about our forest resourees in the 
meantime? They are being used or 
destroyed about four and one-half 
times faster than they.are being re- 
Our agricultural and in- 
dustrial interests alike are dependent 
upon the perpetuation of our wood- 
land resources. Highly significant 
and most encouraging was the recent 
Forestry Fair at Waycross, the first 
enterprise of its kind in America. 
Closely related to the problem of the 
forests is that of water conservation, 
for the effect of forests upon the 
water flow makes it essential that a 
policy affecting one shall not conflict 
with the proper management of the 
other. The control of the waters so 
as to prevent floods is of immense im- 
portance fo many sections of the coun- 
try. The pollution of streams and 
the use of the enormous. available 
power that is stored up in our water- 
ways is another important problem, 
z Value of Wild Life, ° 
‘Resources that vield the ¢ommon- 
wealth 20 million dollars a year are 
well worth conserving. That is the 
moderate estimate placed ‘On the an- 


nual food value. of Georgia’s wild life’ 


by the state game and fish depart- 
meut. Few of our erops, produced 
with labor and expense, ean- match 
this free bounty of forest. field and 
stream. Such resources have values 
far beyond those ealeulable in terms 
of money. Think of the pleasure they 
afford the people of Georgia. and of 
their drawing power on visitors and 


investors. The most important .mea- 
ure for conservation of ‘wild life to- 
day is the Norbeck game refuge bill 
by Senator Norbeck, of South Dakota. 
Briefly, the bill provides the acquisi- 
tion ly purchase or lease of favorable 
territories of feeding and _ resting 
places for migratory wild fowl, these 
to be under the care of the depart- 
ment of agriculture and maintained 
as inviolate sanctuaries. The bill au- 
thorizes the appropriation of $1,000,- 
OOO annually to purchase and guard 
such areas. An amendment which was 
given little thought was added to the 
bill on the floor of the senate, which 
virtually required the secretary of 
agriculture to turn over such regions 
to the state game departments and 
give states money to protect them. 
Legal advice from the department of 
agriculture states there is no pre- 
ecedent for any such action, and con- 
gress finds that the government should 
care for its own land as it does at 
present in its 70 or more bird con- 
servations, its lighthouse reservations, 
national park reservations, game res- 
ervations, etc. All national conserva- 
tion organizations, agree with con- 
gress in this respect. It would mean, 
therefore, modifying section 17 of the 
senate bill S-1271. This short session 
of congress ends automatically March 
1, and it is urgently needed that all 
friends of conservation should com- 
municate with their congressmen in 
Washington urging that the bill be 
brought to a vote and favorable ac- 
tion taken. Will you, therefore, please 
report action taken, and send me all 
letters in response from the congress- 
men mentioned in order that I may 
forward same to Mrs. Tippetts? 
Conserving the Woodland. 
Georgia, has conservation laws spe- 
cifying protection of holly, but Geor- 
gia is not alone in suffering from 
those vandals whose préy is the wood- 
land’s loveliness. A wild flower, or 
a fruit blossom, left live in the field. 
wood or orchard, delights the eye of 
every person who chances to pass that 
way. The same flower, plucked or up- 
rooted, is sniffed and admired for 
awhile, and then tossed aside the mo- 
ment its petals start wilting. But 
that is the least of the damage done 
by the thoughtless  flower-picker. 
Every flower torn from the woods 
means fewer flowers next year. And 
every flowering branch torn from an 
apple tree means fewer apples for the 
owner of that tree for the remaining 
years of the tree’s life. Let us ad- 
mire nature’s flowers as nature made 
them, and leave them as nature made 
them. Observance of these simple 
precepts would save (eorgia the 
equivalent of hundreds of millions of 
dollars, besides a beauty that is price- 
less. Let us be crusaders for con- 
serving the woodland’s charm. Our 
general federation chairinan of con- 
servation natural resources, Mrs. 
Katherine B. Tippetts, has asked for 
a 200-word account of Georgia's 
‘woantest asset in natural resources, 
with a slide for lantern of its out- 
standing “beauty spot” or historic 
spot of loveliness to be used at the 
Swampscottt biennial council in May. 
Will not every club in the state co- 
operate in the rounding up of pictures, 
appoint a committee to make a choice 
from the number submitted, and send 
final selection to me as soon as pos- 
sible? It is imperative that all mat- 
ter reach Mrs, Tippett the last of 


April.”

“I sit tonight by the firelight. 

And I gaze on its glowing flame, 
And I see in its bright red flashes 

A heart, a face, and a name.” 

“Then instantly it brought this 
thought; how beautifully alike were 
these three things in the person of 
the one we affectionately called “Mrs. 
Merry.’ As her name was a symbol 
of her whole nature, we could not 
think of that without thinking of her 
merry face, and her merry heart. 
When God the Creator and giver of 
all great and perfect gifts, made and 
gave us Mrs. Emma Owen Merri- 
wether, it was that she might shed 
sunshine owr the darkened lives of 
others. Were I so gifted, perhaps di- 
vine raphsodies of inspiring beauty 
would flow from my pen, but I possess 
no such gift; yet it takes no marvelous 
phrasings of rhetoric, no painting of 
beauteous word pictures to express 
this one sweet thought. ‘Mrs. Merry 
was out friend’. For her to declare 
herself your friend meant, ‘binding 
you to her soul with hoops of steel’, 
making a cord around her heart that 
the ‘Shears of Atropos could not 
sever, a tie that separation but weld- 
ed the closer. We know we have 
had to relinquish a priceless gift, for 
her friendship was the gift of a noble 
nature, yet we retain something in- 
finitely sweet. That life which was 
a beautiful open book, the lines of 
which bespoke the ideals for which she 
stood, and which dominated her every 
action, has left an indellible imprint. 

“Many of us live in environments 
of moving and thinking which are for- 
eign to our natures, but she helped us 
by her exemplary way to get a new 
attitude towards living, and that at- 
titude was attained by the giving of 
loving, selfless service. How could one 
know her but to gain a splendid cour- 
age from her more splendid example? 
She was so very human, and being so 
understood humanity so well. I have 
seen her deeply moved and in those 
moments her unveiled soul shone forth 
pure and simple. Her heart, filled to 
overflowing with the milk of human 
kindness, possessed the spontaneous 
and irresistible desire to help and 
cheer. She lightened the gloom at 
cheerless firesides; the worries from 
care worn brows she smiled away, 
and heartaches she healed with the 
balm of merriment. Not being young 
yet she possessed beauty, that beauty 
which came from within. And if I 
may make the comparison, it was like 
the beauty of the dandelion when ‘The 
sun has taken back its. gold, leaving 
in its stead spun glass and gossamer’, 
It was transparent, wflecting the soul; 
apparently ephemeral yet enduring. 
She felt so in sympathy with others, 
every interest that she seemed to ac- 
quire that ‘touch of nature which 
makes the whole world aki’. Without 
being a musician she was yet musical; 
with loving hands she struck the gold- 
en heart chords, giving forth harmony 
and rythm as she glorified the com- 
monplace, and lived and spoke love's 
tenderest lyrics. She timed her music 
to the heartbeats of humankind, so, 
one catching the beauty of the notes, 
rejoiced in the melody of her laughter. 
Showing the strength of purpose with- 


in, her tace never lost its serenely and 
benignity, that same sweet faith which 
sustained her was the key which at 
last unlocked for her the Imperial | 
portals, and ‘swung back the golden | 
bars of the Gates of Life’.

Dyar, of Royston, Ga., president of 
the Franklin county federation, is 
broadcasting through the club page of 
The Atlanta Constitution some of the 
outstanding achievements in the past 
few months of the four town and 
rural clubs in the county. She says: 
“One of the most commendable fea- 
tures of the entire county federation 
and home demonstration council, 
which have joined forces to carry on 
the work, is the spirit of cooperation 
among the entire membership. The 
four town clubs, Royston, Canon, La- 
vonia and Carnesville, cooperate with 
the rural clubs by attending their 
meeting, exchanging flowers, shrub- 
bery and ideas in such a sweet spirit 
of fellowship that friendships have 
been formed that will last through- 
out the years. 


Visits Paid in County. 


“One of the most pleasant parts 
of the two years service as the presi- 
dent has been the visits paid the clubs 
over the county. All the rural elubs 
are not federated but are working with 
the county federation and the home 
demonstration agent for the _ better- 
ment of community life. And here we 
want to say a word about the won- 
derfully constructive work Miss Smal- 
ley, home demonstration agent, is do- 
ing with the girls of the county. She 
attends all club meetings possible, 
and. every member is cooperating 
with her in carrying on her work. She 
gives to the club women suggestions 
that are indispensable in their work. 
Through Miss Smalley the county se- 
cured Miss Shell, of the state board 
of health, for 21 days, teaching mid- 
wives the proper care of mothers in 
childbirth, ete. Twelve hundred chil- 
dren have been examined in the 
schools by Miss Smalley, the teachers 
and club presidents. Forty-one girls 
enjoyed a camp at Ginn’s swimming 
pool, two miles from Royston, which 
was donated by Clifford Ginn, a gen- 
erous club husband. Twenty-six girls 
attended Camp Wilkins in Athens. 

“We will take up the clubs one by 
one and tell of some of their work, 
giving the rural clubs first. Red 
Hill club assisted in lighting and put- 
ting in .water in the school building; 


have had the grounds landscaped; put 
window shades in the school rooms 
and equipped a domestic science de- 
partment. Sandy Cross has a splendid 
group of women who assist the teach- 
ers in every way possible. They have 
a well equipped domestic science de- 
partment and have planned other im- 
provements on the grounds and equip- 
ment of the consolidated school’ Fair- 
view has a small membership but 
everyone working to improve condli- 
tions in the home and school. ‘They 
have purehased a_ piano for the 
school; landscaped the school grounds 


and teachers’ home; have stoves, ma- | 


chine and other equipment for the 
domestic science room. 
“Cross Roads has county and com- 


munity demonstration gardens; put a 
piano in the . church and has done 


many’ things worth while for their 
community. Bold Springs club is 
making plans to beautify grounds and 
work in cooperation with teachers to 
equip the school with necessary ma- 
terial for improved conditions. Line 
club has been very active the past 
year. Won $40 at the county fair on 
the best all-round booth. This booth 
had every product on the farm or 
made in the home.- They have just 
put in two septic tanks at the school; 
screened and beautified the well; as- 
sisted in building two new rooms for 
school and equipped domestic science 
room. Whitworth and other communi- 
ties plan to organize in the early 
spring. 

“Carnesville elub sponsored’ the 
county fair. realizing $1,000, which 
was used for prizes for community 
booths, scholarships to Camp Wilkins 
and cash prizes. This club won sec- 
ond prize of $30 for community booth 
and $5 for most attractive booth, of- 
fered by Mrs. S. D. Brown. They put 
in a large collection of new books 
at the school library, and have done 
other splendid work for the school 


‘and cooperated with the county agents 


in their work. This club, though small 
in number, is large in deeds. Lavonia 
club has done so many splendid things 
it is going té be a task to say which 
is the most outstanding. It has pur- 
chased equipment for domestic science 
room that cost more than $300; plant- 
ed trees in memory of deceased mem- 
bers; had Georgia products dinner; 
contributed to every department of 
state federation. This elub will be 
hostess to the county federation meet- 
ing in April when Mrs. R. K. Rambo, 
second vice president of state federa- 
tion, will be the speaker. It has con- 
tributed to charity all during the 
year. It won third prize at county 
fair and several individnal prizes. 
School Contribution. 
“Royston club has been most active 
in contributing to the school. - Have 
had a restroom equipped; bought 
scales for weighing underweight chil- 
dren; bought maps, charts, etc.; will 
plant a tree in memory of the late 
Luther Bond, who contributed much 
to the club in jts infancy; made plans 
to further beautify the William D.

**A 6ostatute ereating a presumption that 
is arbitrary or that operates to deny a 
fair opportunity to repel it violates the due 
process clause of the fourteenth amendment. 
Mere legislative fiat may not take the place 
of fact in the determination of issues in- 
volving life, liberty or property. It is 
not within the province of a legislature to 
declare an individual guilty or presumptive- 
ly guilty of a crime.”’ 

Under the laws as administered in 
the state of Georgia every “deficiency,” 
and fer which there is a heavy pen- 
alty, is based wholly upon “assump- 
tion,” and without “due process.” 

As I understand it, something like 
twelye thousand samples were drawn 
in the state of Georgia last season 
and I doubt if a single one of these 
samples was fairly and correctly 
drawn, and of course, without fair 
and correct sampling a multitude of 


unjust penalties may be inflicted. A 
sample, to truly represent a shipment 
of fertilizer. should be taken from ev- 
ery sack of the shipment, but sam- 
pling might be approximately correct 
if every tenth sack of a shipment-was 
properly sampled. But, under pres- 
ent laws as administered, thousands of 
samples may be taken which may not 
represent at all the fertilizer shipped 
or the grade of fertilizer shipped by a 
manufacturer. I mean by this that 
the samples are taken after the fer- 
tilizer leaves the factory of the manu- 
facturer and after it leaves the cus- 
tody of the transportation lines and 
there is no proof in any case that the 
sample is actually from the fertilizer 
shipped and of the grade shipped by 
the manufacturer. In every case it 
is purely an “assumption.” 

Penalties are inflicted in Georgia 
on evidence that would not be ad- 
mitted in any court of law in this state 
or in any other state. ‘Fhey are in- 
flicted solely upon the statement, or 
perhaps without the statement, of 
some individual who has fertilizer in 
his custody that his fertilizer is bought 
from some particular manufacturer 
and is of some particular grade or 
analysis. Unfortunately, many buyers 
of fertilizers have learned the value 
of establishing a deficiency. 

To obtain a correct sample of fer- 
tilizer requires knowledge and . skill 
and unfortunately inspectors are very 
often inexperienced and do not know 
how to properly and correctly sample 
fertilizers. 

Again, the method of analysis is 
wholly wrong. In all transactions for 
fertilizer materials there is a chemist 
appointed for the seller, a chemist for 
the buyer and finally there is a con- 
tract providing for a referee chemist 
in case the two chemists do not agree. 
It is a well-known fact that various 
chemists will sometimes differ as much 
as 1 per cent in the anlysis of the 
same material. It is clear, therefore. 
that the analysis of fertilizers should 
be done upon the same basis that the 
analysis of fertilizer materials is done 
as between the manufacturer and the 
producer of any given fertilizer ma- 
terial. 

As a result of these unfair, unjust 
and dishonest fertilizer laws, there are 
many farmers in the state of Georgia 
this year who probably will not be 
able to buy fertilizers at all uniess 
they have the cash to pay for them. 
The manufacturer, of course, recog- 
nizes the hazard attached even to cash 
business. but be feels that the hazard 
is very materially leas from the stand- 
point of “deficienciés” than on time 
business. 

This is the first season that we have 
ever gone through with when the coun- 
try did not swarm with fertilizer sales- 
men. I rarely ever see or hear of one 
in this immediate section. What con- 
ditions are elsewhere, I do not. of 
course, know, but all zest for selling 
fertilizers by the manufacturers seems 
to be gone, and I think it is not to be 
wondered at. 

How such unfair, unjust and dis- 
honest laws ever got on the statute 
books will, I fear, ever remain a 
mystery. 

The average man in the state of

Editor, Constitution: In_ their 
study of the tax problem Governor 
Hardman’s recently created special 
commission might get useful ideas 
from Virginia. Only a few years ago 
Virginia was burdened with just such 
an antiquated system of taxation as 
that which now afflicts Georgia. The 
Old Dominion finally woke up and 


such numerous and fundamental 
changes have been’made in her reve- 
nue measures that the present tax 
code bears little resemblance to the 
old-fashioned system that still pre- 
Vails in many states. 

The important features of the Vir- 
ginia system are’ 

First. ‘The time-honored and worn- 
out notion that the tax rate should be 
“uniform” on all property subject te 
taxation has been totally. abandoned, 
Instead, property is classified for tax- 
ation purposes into various groups 
with a fair rate imposed on each. 

Second. Virginia no longer taxes 
real property and tangible personal 
property at all for stat® purposes. 
That source of revenue is remitted 
to the counties, cities and towns, This 
is known as the principle of segrega- 
All argument about the inequal- 
ity of the contributions of the coun- 
ties to the state funds is in this way 
eliminated. If county A is progressive 
and sees fit to assess property at a 
relatively high percentage of its mar- 
ke. value or to impose a high rate 
for local improvements, that is its 
own affair; if County B is backward 
and content to let things rack along 
as they arg, that again is its own 
concern. Objection may, of course, be 
raised to that proceeding from the 
standpoint of the general good, but a 
long standing source of irritation is 
removed—the complaint that in one 
county property is taxed for state pur- 
poses on a much higher’ valuation 
than in other counties in which the 
property is of similar character and 
value, 

Third. For state purposes the com- 
monwealth reserves the tax on intan- 


gibles, that is to say, on notes, stocks, - 


bonds, money, and the like. From 
this source the state realizes about 
$3,000,000 annually. The rate varies. 
On bonds, notes and other evidences 
of debt, it is 50 cents per $100 of 
the market value; on money the rate 
is 20 cents per $100. ‘The local gov- 
ernments are, of course, prohibited 
from levying additional taxes on these 
intangibles. In passing, I may say 
that in Georgia in 1927 we collected 
$1,500,000 on all personal property, 
tangible and intangible. Since the 
law does not make any distinction be- 
tween tangible and intangible prop: 
erty, it is impossible to say how much 
of this amount is yielded by the in- 
tangibles. 

Fourth. For many years Virginia 
has had an income tax. It yields 
now about $3,500,000 annually. This 
tax must be paid on incomes derived 
from salaries, wages or compensation 
for personal services and from the 
profits from professions, vocations, 
trades or businesses, Various deduc- 
tions and exemptions are allowed. The 
rate for individuals is 1 1-2 per cent 
on net income not exceeding $3,000; 
~ 1-2 per cent of net income in excess 
of $3,000, but not in excess of $5,000; 
and 5 per cent of net income in excess 
of $5,000. This income tax, in so far 
as it applies to individuals, is, there- 
fore, a mildly graduated tax. ‘The 
rate on corporations is 3 per cent of 
the entire net income. 

Fifth. Virginia also has a state 
tax on merchants’ invoices. This is 
a sort of a sales tax. The law calls 
At the beginning 
of each year every person, firm, and 
corporation engaged in the business of 
merchandising is required to pay a 
license for such privilege, the rate be- 
ing graduated according to the amount 
of purchases made during the next 
preceding year. If the purchases deo 
not exceed $1,000, the tax is $10; 
should the purchases exceed $1,000, 
but not $2,000, the tax is $20: should 
the purchases exceed $2,000, but not 
$100.000, the tax is $20 for the first 
$2,000 and 20 cents per $100 on the 
excess up to $100,000, etc. From this 
tax the state obtains about $&1,300,- 
OOO a year. 

Sixth. Virginia has a considerable 
variety of other taxes in addition to 
those mentioned. One of them is a 
recording tax on debts and mortgages, 
notes, etc.; there is an inheritance 
tax, a poll tax; special capital taxes 
on corporations; special taxes on in- 
surance companies and the like. 

In general it may be said that the 
state of Virginia has a modern, thor- 
oughly scientifie and productive sys- 
of taxation. It raises ample 
funds for the support of state depart- 


_meuts and institutions without calling 


on the farmers and other real estate 
owners to pay a dollar on real proper- 
ty or tangible personal property. The 
gross yield of Virginia taxes is now 
about $33,000,000. : 

The state auditor of Georgia re- 
ports in The Constitution of Febru- 
ary 26, that ad valorem taxes yielded 
last year in Georgia 35,500,000; gen- 
eral taxes $2,500,000: fuel oi] &8.- 
430,837; insurance taxes $1,007,211:

In his talk it was brought 
out that real estate appraisers should 
be qualified and should investigate 
every element of value pertaining to 
the real estate in question, and that at 
all times the highest ethical practices 
should be put into effect in this work.

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From the Day He Received His First Commission, General W. C. Neville. New Chief of the Marisa 
Corps, Has Been a “Human” Commander, Hidirg His Humor Under a Cloak of 
Gruffness and Inspiring His Men With His Winning Personality :

RIM.  Soldierly. Mediumly tall. 
Blond hair scarcely grayed. Blue 
eyes keen. Thin lips firm. Striped 
\ _4j barsof many a decoration—striped 
bars with tiny stars for conspicuously meri- 
torious achievements, nudging the edge of 
his Sam Brown belt. 


Incredibly young looking and fit after 
forty-three years of service—of marine 
service—General W. C. Neville, new chief 
of Devil Dogs, long loved of the Leather- 
necks, enters, as commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, his next tour of duty. 


Mutely those narrow stripes of color re- 
mind us of the whole military history of 
the United States during those forty-three 
vears that lie behind him. And mutely they 
suggest the personal courage and compe- 
tence that placed among them the red and 
white stripes of the Marine brevet medal, 
or the white-starred blue of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, or the stars upon 
the pin-striped red of the ribbon of the 
Croix de Guerre. 

For to know Géneral Neville’s biography 
—stripped of every human story and told 
in the cold words of military reports and 
of military citations—is to know the story 
of our marines in action. And they have 
been in action a hundred of their 137 years, 
just as Neville has been in service forty- 
three of his fifty-nine years. 

It is on their fighting record that the 
marines have won their sobriquet of “Devil 
Dogs.” It is on his record that Neville has 
won his advancement to the highest post 
in his service. He got it on military merit. 
His record speaks for itself. He is not a 
political soldier. 

And then you observe, too, a certain qual- 
ification of stern, military terms that must 
be made for Neville as for his fellow ma- 
rines. “Devil Dogs” though they are in bat- 
tle, the moment the battle lifts—in Vera 
Cruz you see the marines the center of the 
crowds of laughing Mexicans gathered 
about to look at the motion pictures; in 
Germany, the:center of crowds of children 
to whom they are feeding chocolates. 

And Neville you see bringing a laugh to 
the lips of his tired fellow officers, brac- 
ing the morale of his men, by a kind of 
humor which is all his own. 

From top to bottom in the corps—among 
those who lived from the beginning through 
the war to come back home and tell about 
it—they pay tribute to the heart which 
beats behind a manner of assumed gruff- 
ness, to the thoughtfulness which never 
overlooks an opportunity to be kind. 

There on the dock, when the marines 
came back in the summer of ‘19, stood a 
young woman waiting for her husband, a 
captain. Miraculously he had _= survived, 
though bullets had gone through his sleeve 
more than once, through his helmet, 
through his musette, though he had been 
knocked down by.a piece of shell. 

She knew he was safe. But she had not 
seen him since that day when she, with 
scores of other officers’ wives, had waved 
farewell to the first troops to go overseas. 

One by one the others disembarked and 
found their wait.eg friends. But her cap- 
tain was on duty, in charge of the dis- 
embarkation of his troops. And she had 
waited so long. Even a marine officer's 
wife can be forgiven if the tears begin to 
come into her eyes. 

Just then General Neville happened along. 
He saw her standing there. He naked her 
What was the matter. She told him

attended to the details of the captai: 
work, so that they might have those few 
first moments together.

I have often askaid our most successful 


military men what, in their opinion, was 
the quality most necessary in an officer. 
Not one of them has ever answered (as a 


civilian might expert) with the single word: 
“Courage.” Courage they take for grant- 
ed. They always say: 

“To think of the men first.” 

Neville is one of these. 

Up and down the lines he would go, dur- 
ing the mud-wearying marches, into dug- 
outs and trenches, everywhere and always 
noting with a quick glance the man who 


was getting low in his mind, singling him 
out for a rough word that brought a smile 
like a new draught of energy. 

Behind a mask of gruffness, or what the 
men call “sarcasm,” he would tighten them 
up. : 
“What d'you think you're doing here, any- 

way? Loafing?” 

But no one so quick to catch the twinkle 
in his eye as the marine who loved him

He was showing me his beautiful collec- 
tion of brass work, brought home from 
China and the Philippines ‘and, incidental- 
ly, showing me his appreciation of beauty 
and his knowledge of Chinese culture and 
of Moro ancient history) 

I picked up one of those bits of brass 
familiar to every oné as a Chinese stirrup. 
“A Chinese boxing glove,” he remarked. 

And I could foresee for him, as we chats 
ted that afternoon at Quantico, that the 
hostesses of Washington will perhaps. be 
able to do to him what all the Spanish and 
Moro and Chinese and Mexicans and Ger- 
man bullets had been unable to do—bring 
on his death. 


For, once he has moved from Quantico 
to the Marine Barracks in Washington, and 
the news of his personality gets bruited 
about, 1 can foresee those Washington 
hostesses descending upon him en masse 
to kill him with the indigestible kindnesses 
of their dinner-tables. 

For not only is Neville one of those rare 
men who are inescapably,. persistently witty 
in their own conversation, he is one of 
those still rarer men about whom stories 
are told. 

And that leads me to the story of the 
sleeves, 

It was at Thiercourt. Mrs. Neville had 
sent her husband a fine new overcoat, field- 
green in color—almost exactly the shade of 
the German uniform—wich its sleeves elab- 
orately decorated with the braidings of a 
general. He hung it up outside his door 
one day and sat down to study his maps 
inside. 

Along came a soldier, sometimes describ- 
ed as a buck private and sometimes de- 
scribed as a “mule-skinner,” 

Observing what he took to be a German 
uniform hanging defenselessly in the 
breeze, the private proceeded to cul off 
both beautifully embroidered coat-sleeves 
and to carry them off. 

Out came the general, to find his dec- 
orated overcoat and to raise hell with his 
excellent vocabulary. 

Now General Neville was in command of 
the Fourth Brigade of Marines, while Gen- 
eral Ely was in command of the infantry 
therewith combined to make up the Second 
Division. The private was one of Ely's men. 

Word of Neville’s wrath soon got to Elys 
ears and Ely sent for the private. His knees 
knocking together with fright, the “buck” 
stood before the two generals. From under 
Ely’s bushy eyebrows his plercing gaze 
glared upon the trembling private while 
General Neville’s thin lips were drawn into 
a line of controlled rage. 

“Do you know what we do to looters?” 
Ely growled. 

“Sh-sh-sho-o-t ’em!" the private whis- 
pered, 

“What do you want me to do with this 
man?” said Ely to Neville. 

“Court-martial him!” said Neville to Ely. 

So the private was led tottering off to 
jail. When he had gone, Ely asked 

“What do you want me to do?” 

“Nothing,” said Neville. So next dav the 
sleeves came back to Ne ville and the mule 
skinner went back to his mule 


Years passed. The story went all over 
the corp Then one day a short time avo 
Neville heard that the private who had 


looted his overcoat was ij] in a sanitartum 


in Massachusetts.. He wrpte him a letter, 
inclosing one of the sleeves, “hoping it will 
help. you to get well; and as a ‘souvenir of 
an amusing experience.” 

le got a letter back from that private 

“I thank vou for re membering me,” the 
letter said [It may have been amusing for 
you general but it wasn’t for me 

It was just one of those stories ‘which 


helped to keep the men going in an outfit 
where, with the technical assieonment of 
about a thousand men to a battalion, one 


such unit could register 1936 casualties, 
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2,770 men being kept on the rolls to main- 
tain the strength. 

Lest we forget, think of that fighting in 
Champagne, in chewed-up earth, amid the 
traps and pillboxes and tangled wires and 
labyrinthine trenches of four years of clever 
enemy organization—think of what it mat 
have been to be able to get a laugh when 
in the single action starting October 4 and 
ending the 9th and 10th near Blanc Mont 
Ridge ‘for only one example) a single com- 
pany lost seven of nine officers and 160 of 
192 men! 


The story of the Second Division, of the 
Fourth Brigade of Marines (‘as the story 
of how many others!) is one to make the 
cheek blanch and the heart beat faster. In 
years to come we shall remember it. And 
through it all one sees the figure of this 
gallant officer—just one of the marines. 

Por, it is said, in every possible moment 
when he could be out among the men he 
carried his bitusk encouragement to them. 
Only once was he sent to a hospita)—and 
then not for long. 

Neville extracts considefable humor out 
of the fact that one of those neatly leather- 
covered bottles they made into bombs 
caught him—in the heel. 

The last night of the war. A _ pontoon 
bridge thrown across the Meuse by the en- 
gineers. A bridge barely three feet wide 
A bridge of boats. Slippery. Men must 
feel their way through a foot of icy water. 
must slip off into the river, must fee] their 
way closely not to lose contact in a thick, 
congealing mist. Men must die upon that 
bridge, die in the marshes of the other side. 
They are marines. The living fall] like dead. 
reform under fire, magnificent in habitual 
discipline, icy wet, exhausted. A man comes 
running with a paper in his hand. The 
armistice. No cheers here. Only sieep. 


Sleep—-and fires. Fires that spring up, 
dancing symbols of life and blessed pur- 
veyors of warmth; men who at last can 
sleep. 

Up now and march again. March thirty 
miles, thirty-two miles in a day, onward 
across Belgium, where little girls press flow- 
ers into embarrassed marine hands and old 
folks kiss embarrassed marine cheeks. 

March again. Onward into Germany. 
March in stout English shoes, new shoes at 
Peuilly stiff with newness. Foot sore and 
the war is over. 

Neville rides up and dowrt the lines in his 
automobile, battered and bullet marked, 
“kidding the boys” on their sore feet, get- 
ting a laugh. 

Colbenz, center of a circle twenty miles 
across. Chocolate for the children. White 
bread for the folks. “No fraternizing with 
the enemy.” Chocolate for the children. 

What's happening in Paris? Why won't 
the Germans sign the treaty? Full equip- 
ment. Marching orders, marines. Out in 
the roads. Out in formation. Every one 
pepped up. Ready to <o. 

Here comes Neville in his battered old 
machine. 

“It's all over boys!” he caHs. “You don’t 
have to go!” 

More chocolate for the children. More 
months for the marines. Seven more 
months. 

Then—home. 

There had been something in Neville 
which he could give to his men in FPrance. 
For he was an old campaigner. After all, 
you know, he had not always been a gen- 
eral! He had become one in the midst of 
the last summer of the war. And many of 
his men knew of stories of his earlier life. 

There had been the Spanish War, when, 
as a lieutenant under Commander EB. H. 


McCalla, commander of the Marblehead, he 
had done his bit in the landing at Guanta- 
namo—a laborious bit concerned with much 
Carrying up hill of tents and cooking out- 
fits, of ammunition and intrenching tools. 
A night of expecting attack was followed 
by a day of its fulfillment. And then the 
tents had to be got out of the way so that 
trenches could be dug under fire. 

Steady days of firing from far superior 
forces followed. 

Other officers remember that he was in 
command of some men who got off from 
the main body, remember that exery one 
thought his whole outfit was going to be 
scuppered, remember how he held on, Kept 
them together till they were relieved. 

In June, 1800. now breveted captain, he 
was ordered along with fhe Fourth Bat- 
talion of Marines, to join the “China Re- 
lief Expecition’—in civilian language, to 
fight in the Boxer rebellion. 

That fighting had one element which in- 
trigues the imagination. Much of it was 


dohe in the midst of fields of a kind of 


Chinese plant, which looks like corn or 
sorghum, growing ten or twelve feet high. 
You never coulda tell what was ahead of 
you. or to either side of you. 

They had called him “Kid” at the acad- 
emy, he was so slight. Long before China 
they had begun to call him “Buck.” 

Six months afer Pekin he was sent to 
the Philippines, and by June, 1901, he was 
appointed military governor of the Prov- 
ince of Basilcn. There he was a king. 

“The first thing I had to do,” he is gaid 
to have told a friend, “was to marry every 
one in the district. The first couple I mar- 
ried (for a dollar Mex). were grandparents. 

“One day a Philippine woman came to 
me and asked for a divorce from her 
Chinese husband. He had been sitting with 
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the child in one of those majuco hammocks 
that spring up if you touch them. Hed 
moved and the child had bounced out on its 


head. So she accused him of trying to 


murder it. 

“Now, of course, if there is one thing a 
Chinese won't do, it is kill his own son. So 
it was ridiculous on the face of it. I said 
to her: 

“It is a terrible thing for a man to:be- 
have so badly, so that, of course, you can- 
not go on living with him, and she was all 
wreathed with smiles and the man looked 
as if he would like to murder me. 

“But, I went on, ‘the father is the sup- 
port of the family, so, of course, he will 
have to kéep the child.’ 

“Whereupon she wanted to murder me 
and he was all wreathed in smiles. And 
then I said: 

“What do vou mean, coming around here 


‘and asking me to divorce you? JI won't do 


it! Go home and behave yourselves!’ 

“Every now and then, when I'd ride by 
their house after that, they’d be out in 
front bowing and scraping, and every Sun- 
day morning Id find a fine bunch of pine- 
applies or bananas on my steps.” 

But military life, for General Neville, was 
not always picturesque. It was routined 
duty lluminated by high spots. In 1904 he 
hac his duty at Narragansett, in the course 
of which he became a major. And then he 
went on to become fleet marine officer for 
the whole north Atlantic fleet. 

For, after all, we have to remember once 
in a while, that the niarine is—a marine. 
He does so much land fighting that it is 
easy to forget it. 

But in no time at all (being a marine) he 
was back into the trouble-zone again. This 
time, it was the second expedition to Cuba. 
And, as so often, the marines “went m” 
just long enough to “come out’—when the 
army arrived. 

Like other marines, Neville did a bit in 
Nicaragua and in the Canal Zone. That 
tour of duty ended in April of 1910, and 
he perched for a moment in Washington be- 
fore flving off to Honolulu. A good deal 
of routine-duty followed and a great deal 
of transferring from one post to another. 

He was at Pensacola in 1913, and there 
was made a lieutenant colonel and told to 
take command of the Second Regiment and 
go to Vera Cruz. 

‘He came out of that imbroglio with a 
commendatory letter from the secretary of 
the navy and the medal that went with that 
fighting. And stories would have begun to 
accumulate about that, too, if our eyes had 
not been turned overseas and our ears 
tuned to the big noise on the other side, 
into which Neville shortly was to mingle so 
thoroughly. - 

They had hardly got. started before 
Neville was again off to China, getting his 
navy medal] of honor while on the high seas. 

More routine duty in China, and then 
stil] more in his homeland. Then, on De- 
cember 28, 1917, he landed at St. Nazaire, 
France, to command the Fighting Fifth in 
the Aisne-Marne defensive and in that bate 
tle of Belleau Woods which changed its 
name te “Bois de la Brigade des Marines.” 

Followed his elevation to the rank of 
brigadier general and his command of the 
Fourth Brigade. Followed one_ glorious 
name after another—Soissons, St. Mihiel, 
Meuse-Argonne. 

Followed more citations, more medals, 
more military honors. 

And followed peace and more routine 
duties—as assistant to his old friend and 
comrade in arms, the equally distinguished 
ana lovable General Lejeune, retiring com- 
nandant of the corps, who is now to com- 


‘mand the department of the Pacific. 


Lejeune and Neville are swapping com- 
mands. Lejeune goes to the Pacific as 
Neville returns to Washington. 

For this is no life appointment. It is 
ordinarily a four-year term, though Le- 
jeune has held the post for over eight vears., 
The only life job you get in the marines is 
the privilege of losing your life if- occa- 
sion Gaemands. 


There are two prevailing types of ma- ’ 


rines. Lejeune is one and Neville is an- 
other. Lejeune is quieter in his ways than 
Neville, and gentler. But they are both. as 
one of the officers remargved, “men’s com- 
manders.” 

It is no derogation from either of them 
to say that it is not in the last analvsis 
through being conspicuously different from 
their fellows in the corps that they have ar- 
rived at the top of their service. Kk is 
rather because they exemplify, as a number 
of their fellow generals do, through long 
vears of trted performance, the superb qual- 
ilies Of that mighty corps.

The current night club season, which will 
come to a close in another six weeks, has 
been satisfactory to the large clubs—and 
positive disaster to the smaller ones. This 
is in direct contrast with the way things 
went for several years past. 

The sensation of the night life season at 
the present time, of course, is the amaz- 
ing fashion in which the government is 
sending some of Broadway’s most famous 
citizens to the hoosegow. Beaten at every 
turn in their efforts to convict on a loquor 
charge, Mrs. Willebrandt’s agents uncorked 
a piperoo when they began to try club 
owners on a charge of maintaining a nuis- 
ance. 

For the first time since the prohibition 
farce came to Broadway, the government 
found an effective weapon against night 
clubs that sell liquor. When Tommy 
Guinan, brother of Texas, was found guilty 
of maintaining a nuisance and was sen- 
tenced to jail—the night club boys began to 
grow pale around the gills. 

You can hardly blame them. Awaiting 
trial—or already under sentence—are 
probably -nine-tenths of the night club fig- 
ures. It begins to look as though this 
column will soon have to go from prison to 
prison in order to collect its news instead 
of from night club to night club. 

Both Helen Morgan and Texas Guinan 
are scheduled to go on trial during the 
early part of April. The government hasn't 
a ghost of a chance of convicting Helen 
Morgan, and it is doubtful whether they 
will make much of an effort in that direc- 
tion. With Texas, however, the horse is in 
a different garage. 

For some six years now, Miss Guinan has 
been a thorn in the government's side. More 
than a thorn, she has been a whole cactus 
plant. She has defied the prohibition boys, 
mocked them, dared them to come and get 
her, laughed at them—and has beaten them 
at every turn. Furthermore, in her new 
Club Intime, she is doing some of the best 
business of any season. 

But the governmental fingers, itching 
long to grasp the Guinan neck, seem about 
to reach forth and make their most earnest 
endeavor. The prosecuting attorney will at- 
tempt to prove that Texas worked in a spot 
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where liquor was sold and, helping to sell 
that liquor, she aided in maintaining a 
nuisance, 

Texas, on the other hand, will undoubt- 
edly assert that there is nothine a nuisance 
under the sun. It will then be up to a 
jury to decide whether they want to jail 
a woman who has created pleasurable eve- 
nings and big heads for thousands and 
thousands of people. 

Somehow o other, we have a hunch that 
Miss Guinan will beat this case, too. If 
she doesn't, she will have faced a jury that

Pirates Ahoy! 


HAT would you do if you were a 
Quaker and a crew of wild Al- 
gerine pirates should come aboard 
your ship? 

That would require a little thinking. You 
wouldn't answer that question correctly in 
three seconds, and thus win a high mark 
in an intelligence test. 

Thomas Lurting was several years in pre- 
paring his answer. Fortunately for him, the 
preparation came before the question arose, 
so that he was able to make his answer 
promptly and effectively. 

Lurting was a seaman and a Quaker in 
the middle of the seventeenth century, 
when the Quaker idea wasn’t so popular as 
it has been since the feeding of the Bel- 
giaris and othey modern instances.

sea. He became mate on a merchantman, 


tramping about from port to port. Once 
while impressed in Lonad$n, he refused to 
go with the press gang, and was therefofe 
carried to the waterside and tossed over the 
wall into a boat. The gangsters, a little 
drunk, feared the fellow had been killed, 
and when they found he was not seriously 
hurt they were so glad that they allowed

Question as to Whether Dr. Blazer Had the Right 


to Kill His Helpless Daughter Aroused 


Public Sympathy and Opinion 


Throughout Nation 


AS a father the right to kill a 
helplessiy deformed, completely 
incapacitated, imbecile daughter? 

: Should he be exonerated if he puts 
her out of the way through fear that, after 
more than thirty years of tender care, she 
might upon his death become a burden to 
others? 


| Justice had this problem to settle in the 


famous Blazer “mercy murder” of several 
years ago. Dr. Harold E. Blazer, #®-year- 
eld physician, killed his daughter, Hazel, a 
so-called “soulless husk,” and he was tried 
fer murder. He was an object of tremen- 
deus public sympathy both in the court 
room and throughout the country. A great 
many eminent persons condoned his act, 
though they questioned whether any indi- 
vidual should have the right to kill a hu- 
man being, no matter how crippled in mind 


or body.

He was tried for murder—but his trial 
did not settle the problem, for the defense 
injected a plea of insanity and the defend- 
ant testified on the stand that he could 


not remember what he had done. And it 
was largely on this evidence, rather than 
en the question of justification that the 
jury. 

s = * * 

Th Blazer “mercy murder” was one of 
the most extraordinary cases of our time. 
Here was a killing devoid of hate malice, 
rage or passion. True enough, a fatuer had 
destroyed his own child—but this child was 
a cripple and an imbecile, helpiess all nee 
life. For thirty-four years the father had 
conscientiously kept her alive and then, for 
a reason which he at least considered log- 
ical. he destroyed her. 


What was the law’s duty here? What 
was a jury to decide? 

The reader may examine the evidence 
here and learn how this case was disposed 
of. But he will not find the answer to the 
question whether or not, in the eyes of jus- 
tice, such a killing was justifiable. In the 
trial this issue was sidetracked by another 
much more common—and perhaps more re- 
liable—defense. 

Harold Elmer Blazer, 60, a respectable 
practicing physician, had two daughters, the 
first of whom, Hazel, ‘was born at Dillon- 
ville, Ohio, in May, 1891. Six weeks after 
this child was born she developed cerebral 
spinal meningitis and becam®# a hopeless in- 
valid, a being that could not walk, nor 
talk, nor take care of herself in any way 
whatsoever. 

Though she grew to adult age, Hazel to 
the end of her life had the arms and hands 
and feet and legs of a five-year-old infant. 
Her mind apparently stopped developing at 
Six weeks 

The years passed and the child lived. Dr 
Blazer and his wife watched over -Hazel con- 
stantly, feeding her, bathing her, protect- 
ing her. She contracted serious illnesses 
but her physician-father triumphed ower 


them. The other daughter, Frances, did her 
share, too, in shouldering the burder of 
Baczel’s care. 


But the time came when Frances mar- 
ried, and the time came when Mrs. Blazer 
died—and the father was ieft alone with 
this pitiful object which reguired such in- 
finite attention. We can imagine his state 
of mind. He had to devote his whole life 
te this crippled imbecile whose only amuse- 
ment was to tear up pieces of paper in her 
tiny hands. 


The family had come to Colorado in 1910 
and settled in Montevista, e town in the 
San Luis valley. In April, 1924, at about 
the time of his wife’s death, Blazer gave 
up his practice of medicine—he testified 
that he did this because he had been hav- 
ing spells of numbness in his head—and in 
December of that year he and his helpless 
charge went to live with his other daugh- 
ter, now Mrs. Roy Bishop, in Englewood, a 
suburb of Denver. 


Dr. Blazer was not the same after his 
wife died. He was often morose and dis- 
couraged. He appeared to be suffering from 
a form of melancholia and to feel that he, 
like his daughter Hazel, was becoming a 
burden to others. He was oppressed by the 
thought of what a trouble Haze] would be 
to Frances were he, the father, to die. 

Besides his spells of numbness, and a feel- 
ing of doubt regarding the rightness of his 
decision, he also had a fear that he was 
going blind. And this was no groundless 
fear, for he had a cataract which had all 
but destroyed the sight of one eye. 

The outcome of this mental depression 
was his momentous decision to remove 
Hazel and himself from the world-—that is, 
to kill her and then kil! himself. 

Dr. Blazer didn't quite complete his pro- 
gram. He killed her, but he survived him- 
self. Thus he gave justice one of the mast 
difficult problems it has ever tackled 

It happened on February 24, 1925 

The two were found by Mrs. Bishop in 
the room Blazer had shared with Hazel 
Mrs. Bishop at once summoned Dr. Hurt 
Fidredge, who lived nearby: 

Hazel Blazer was still and dead Dr 
Blazer was alive but in a sort of coma He 
had killed Haze! with chioroform and then 
inhaled chloroform himself He was re 
vived Later he attempted to kill Nhimselt? 
by culling his throat. He cut himsell and 
was taken to a hospital, but he survived 

Now the news of the killing was broad- 
cast over the country. Here was a man, @ 
physician, who had killed his helplessty 
crippled daugh'er after many years of ten- 
der care. Had he anv moral or lega! right 


to do this? Supposing she had been suf-— 
fering all these years—was it then an act 
of kindness on his part? Or even if she 
hadn't suffered but was likely to become 
the same burden to others that she had 
been to her father—what then? 


In the ensuing weeks a great many au- 
thorities expressed their opinions. For the 
most part they sympathized with the father, 
but declared that such matters should be 
handled, if at all, by the state and not by 
individuals. It was predicted by many that 
some day it will come to pass that such 
pitiful creatures as Hazel Blazer would be 
put out of the way by the state. 


District Attorney Joel Stone, naturally 
enough, questioned Blazer's right to do what 
he had done and had him indicted for mur- 
der He disagreed with the contention of 
Dr. Blazer's lawyer that HaZel had been a 
“soulless husk” and that this killing had 
been no more wrong than the chloroformin 
of a helplessly crippled dog. : 

Let us see how the problem was handled 
in the trial— 

The proceedings opened November 4 be- 
fore Judge Samuel Johnson in the little 
Arapahoe county courthouse’ at Littleton. 
District Attorney Stone headed the prose- 
cution and Lewis de Riggs Mowry was in 
charge of the defense. 


As had been expected, there was some 
difficulty in obtaining a jury, for the pub- 
lic had long since been taking sides on the 
questions involved—that is, whether or not 
this creature had possessed a soul, whether 
Blazer had been in his right mind at the 
time of his deed, and whether such a kill- 
ing might be called justifiable. 

As finally constituted, the jury consisted 
of four farmers, two carpenters, a lumber 
dealer, a garage owner, a former poolroom 
proprietor, a druggist and a banker. Ali but 
two were married. 

In his opening address Stone called it @ 
coid-blooded murder, committed with 
matice aforethought. He told the jury that 
Hazel Blazer had a soul and a brain. “In 
her own way life was just as sweet to her 
as to each of you men,” he said. Then he 
recited how on the day of the killing Mr. 
and Mrs. Bishop had returned from Denver 
tea tind the house locked and the two bodies 
inside. 

“Dr. Blazer fully realized what he was do- 
ing,” said Stone. “The complete detail into 
which he entered in written instructions to 
his surviving daughter as to the disposition 
of his property will show that he was in 
full control of his mental faculties.” 

He said the soul of Hazel Blazer was 
hovering over this courtroom, crying for 
justice. 

Detense Counsel Mowry said he would 
postpone his address until after the state 
had closed its case. 

The state scored a point when Roy 
Bishop, the defendant's son-in-law, stated 
on the stand that Dr. Blazer appeared to 
be perfectly normal when Mr. and Mra, 
Bishop left him before the kilfing. An- 
other point the state brought out was that 
Dr. Blazer had induced his daughter and 
Bishop to go to town in connection with an 
invention he had been working on. 

Dr. Eldredge testified regarding his vistts 
to the house, first to treat Dr. Blazer as a

“My love hath cheeks like smooth 
goats’ butter,” sings a desert poet, 
“her chin is like a ball in a cup and 
her hips are so heavy that she sways 
between them like a flower!” 

The Arab beauty has long, black 
hair, sleek as silk, and neither she nor 
her lord can understand the shingle. 
“Allah has disgraced you!” is her hor- 
rified exclamation when faced with 
this madness of the West: “Hide your 
head, or you will never get a hus- 
band!” 

To the desert Arab, the American 
or European woman is utterly devoid 
of charm. “There is no mystery about 
her. She shows not only her thoughts, 
but her bones!” remarked the Emir of 
Trans-Jordan, referring to the an- 
acomical specimens considered beauti- 
ful in London. —

mains motionless in the corner of the women’s tent, in 
order that she may acquire still ampler curves with 
which to delight her future husband. She is steeped 
in oil to make her smooth and shiny, and, to tell the 
truth, she probably smells just as ‘strongly as the Sheik 
who is to be her mate, and who sees water far too 
rarely to waste it on washing! 

For these reasons the lot of the American foolish 
enough to tall in love with the genuine article in 
Sheiks—at a distance, presumably—would be remark- 
ably unpleasant. 

Love in the desert is represented by a few poems 
sung at evening round the scanty fires. These tell of 
Antar, legendary Nubian hero and-sslave, in love with 
Abla, his master’s daughter, and who compared her 
smile to “sunshine on swords drawn in battle’: or of 
“The Madman of Leila,” the fool who followed his love 
in disguise, singing under what he thought was her 
window—often with unexpected results—until he lost 
his senses and became, for the first time in his life, of 
value to the tribe—for, as everyone in the desert knows, 
the creature afflicted by Allah brings luck! But the 
most beautiful descriptions in Arab poetry refer to the 
dual passions which inspire the untamed heart of the 
Bedouin—hunting and war. 

In the civilized towns, where a veil may slip in the 
street, or an ankle hint at the perfection concealed 
beneath the shapeless black or white bundle, love, as 
we know it, may be stimuiated by curiosity. The 
puritan of Riad never catches sight of any women but 
his own, and, to put it crudely, he can have as many 
of these as he wants, without troubling to fall in love. 
There is no competition and no uncertainty, so love 
is deprived of its savor. 

In Damascus, the new impinges on the old. Some 
years ago an Arab parliament discussed the advisabil- 
ity of votes for women, while, by order of the Pasha, 
the police slashed with great scissors the habbara of 
any woman sufficiently immedest to show a hint of 
wrist or ankle in the street! Nevertheless, in that 
apricot-scented city, there were ways of evading the 
a@ncient customs. 

The most beautiful girl I have ever seen in my life 
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introduced into a harem an Egyptian 
lover disguised as a female musician. 
She had the effrontery to ask all her 
friends to a party, during which the 
man she loved, muffled to the eyes in 
a wrap of indigo cotton, played the 
audh among a group of gnarled old 
crones who must have enjoved the 
joke thoroughly. 

Nemesis, however, was not long de- 
layed. For, leaning over an upper 
balustrade, the Pasha witnessed the 
farewell between his daughter and the 
so-called musician. “Your skin has 
the scent of apricots,” murmured the 
man with the passion of the West, 
not of the East! Next day I was sit- 
ting with the beauty in her latticed 
room, when a basket of apricots was 
brought to her. She thought it came 
from her lover and she took it away 
to a balcony. 

There she died, a half-eaten fruit 
in her fingers, for the apricots were 
the poisoned gift of her father, who 
knew no other means of avenging the 
honor of his house.

Tine Arab is a gentle lover. I have 
watched him in so many harems, 
where the women greet their lord with 
ceremonial kisses—the slaves on his 
knee, the daughter on his sleeve, the 
wife on his shoulder, the mother on 
his brow—and I have noticed that he 
always treats those soft feminine de- 
pendents as if they were al! children 
tovether. 

There is little difference between 
the slave and the free-born dame who 
can trace her high, tribal lineage 
back through the Koreish, rulers of 
Mecca when the Prophet Mahomet 
was born, to Ishmael, the son of Avra- 
ham, who married one of their prin- 
cesses. .When the slave bears a culd 
to her lord, by. immemorial custom, 
she is free, but her life remains the 
same, for probably she will never leave 
the four walls of a cool, mud room 
high up on some parapeted roof. 

“Her feet are too curved for rough 
ways,” says the primitive Arab cf the 
woman he guards, and she herself 
would rather die than leave the seclu-

sion to which she is accustomed. When I descril'ed 
the life of America and Europe to one such cloiste:ed 
girl, who was a mother at thirteen and whose knowle- 
edge of life was limited to the room in which she and 
her child had been born, she exclaimed in horror, 
“Your husband makes you walk in the streets! Are all 
foreign men as cruel as that?” 

Motherhood is the goal of every Arab woman, for, 
according to the only creed she knows, “Paradise is 
under the feet of the mothers.” She is brought up to 
serve, and to realize the dignity of such service, for 
another Arab proverb runs, “Any who is worthy may 
serve, but only from the highest may service be ic- 
cepted.” 

The desert is no place for the average American 
woman. Her youth would disappear within the first 
year, for she would have to live on strong smelling 
goats’ cheese, sour milk and rice tinctured with sand, 
with occasional mutton to celebrate tribal festivities. 
She would have to bear a child every year and do all 
the work of tent and field in addition. 

When an Arab marries he guarantees to protect 
his wife from all that the Western girl desires 
change, excitement and flirtation 
he exacts unremitting service. 


in return for which 
Lady Hester Stanhope 
cooked the dinner and washed the feet of her Bedouin 
husband, brought him his pipe and his weapons, looked 
after his sick lambs and foals. In fact, she lived the 
hard, prosaic life of the desert woman, whose nightly 
toilet consists of unwinding the wrap which during the 
dav has sheltered her head from the sun, and rolling 
it round her feet to protect them from the frost, 

Very. few Western women could endure the monote 
ony of desert life. There is nothing whatsoever to do 
between dawn and sunset, except cook, mend and 
doctor the sick. After a few weeks or months, accord- 
ing to the rapidity with which the blood tuins asa 
result of exposure and inadequate nourishment, the 
sun becomes a personal and particularly vindicti /@ 
enemy, striking between the unprotected shoulder- 
blades with the force of an actual blow! 

The Arab woman tries to shield herself by piling 


one garment on top of another and the sheer weight 
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of ma eri: ] wauid break the spirit of 
the average American or European! 
The Hollywood beauty defies the un- 
naturally clean “Sheek” until the last 
reel, but the victim of a real one 
would be sufficiently humbled after 
the first week by the drag of the 
draperies on her head, which, by the 
way. she would certainly not be able 
to carry upright. 

The Sherifa of Wezzan was one of 
the few exceptions which prove that 
occasionally East and West can meet. 
She was an English governess in Tan- 
giers, and the story runs that the 
Sherif, a chieftain of wealth and po- 
sition, descendant of the Prophet Ma- 
homet and consequently possessed of 
the “Barraka,” a mysterious and very 
convenient blessing which enables its 
owner to do what he chooses without 
danger of criticism, saw her leaning 
out of a window drying her golden 
hair in the sunshine. He is supposed 
to have stopped his horse there and 
then, and bought half the flower mar- 
ket to lay at the feet of this unknown 
houri. But thereafter his wooing pro- 
cecded on European lines. 

Eventually, the English girl con- 
sented to marry him, but she made 
him take an oath that she should be 
his only wife. He kept his oath, and I 


-beueve they were very happy. ‘The 


blonde Sherifa did a great deal of 
good in that stony mountain zone, but 
as soon as she left Tangiers she wore 
the veil and she lived as a native 
woman. She made friends with her 
husband's relations and became, even- 
tually, an acknowledged 
people.

Yet the Damascan 
who can.discuss politics in four lan- 
puaces and the fanatical warrior of 
the central deserts, who cannot even 
read the Koran, are both Arabs and 
both maintain the harem system with 
revard to their women, This is the 
only point of contact between them.

on the trigger. To such a man, woman 
in his hours of ease is as much a physical 
necessity as food and sleep, and she is 
equally easy to obtain. 


Among all the fighting: tribes, from one

Thumber the men, because they are not 
killed in battle. And as it is a disgrace 
for any girl to remain unwed after the age 
of fourteen or fifteen, it is the ambition of 
every father to dispose of his daughter as 
soon as possible. 


It is related how an Englishman visiting 
Ibn Saoud, Sultan of Nejd, on the eve of 
his breaking camp, when 500 tents and a 
host of camels would go south with the 
dawn, was warned that a new bride that 
moment had arrived in the monarch’s 
camp. The Englishman, embarrassed by 
the inopportuneness of his visit, made 
every effort to curtail his business, but the 
Sultan kept him talking till long after mid- 
night and dismissed him with the remark 
that it was hardly worth parting, as they 
would meet with the sun. The répresent- 
ative of civilization smiled, for the girl 
was reputed Icvely, but Ibn Saoud justified 
his boast. Before the ¢ een of the false 
dawn faded the mighty caravan was on the 
march. 


The desert Arab loves his sword, his tribe 
and his race, but there is little romance 
about his wooing, though, according to a 
custem which is observed only by tewns- 


fpr man or woman to say: “I divorce thee” 
three times before witnesses for the mar- 
riage to be dissolved. The couple can re- 
marry three times, but in case they want 
to make a habit of it, after the «turd di- 


vorce, a “man of straw” must intervene pe- 
fore the original couple can be reunitea. 
This proxy bridegroom is wedding to the 
volatile lady for a single night, during 
which one of her male relations watches 
at the head of the couch, and 3a guardian 
appointed by her former and future nus- 
band keeps vigil at the foot! 


Sometimes the Pasha buys half a dozen 
sisters and marries but one of item The 
others never see their lord. Thney have 
no hope of motherhood, and their cramped 
existence is confined to a corner of some 
overcrowded room, the windows set so high 
that they have no view of the freedom de- 
nied to them. Could any American woman 
endure such a life? Given a choiee be- 
tween the squalor of the Bedouin tent, 
where goats and camel foals invade the 
women’s couch—a coarse blanket spread on 
the sand—and where witchcraft or death 
are the only cures for ill health due to 
flailing sand storms, fever, famine and 
fouled wells, given the choice between this 
and- the close-packed ‘idieness of blind 
harem rooms, I imagine that any American 
or European woman would prefer the 
former. 


I have known two or three harem women 
who hailed from beyond the Mediter- 
ranean. They were quiescent, because after 
years of stagnation they had lost all power 
of conscious volition. They chattered like 
magpies, ate voraciously and were com- 
pletely shapeless. Sloth—moral, mental and 
physical—was their only recognizable at- 
tribute. They had probably once been 
pretty and their curiosity had been tempt- 
ed by the false glamour of the East, which 
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offered pearls, silks and ease instead of 
work im a coastal emporium. 


They got their trumpery jewels and, with 
them, a servitude which broke them so 
completely that they hadn’t the iniative 
for escape. They ceased to be individuals 
at all. After the few weeks during which 
they may have amused the Pasha nearly 
as much as his latest mechanical toy, they 
became harem furniture, with no more 
rights than the other human animals who, 
condensed in a solid female mass—several 
hundred of them perhaps—asked nothing 
but a share of the communal food. I re- 
member that their eyes were like those 
of codfish. 

The only American or European woman 
I have ever met in a Bedouin tent was 
English, and she chose a bullet as the 
best way of solving an impossible prob- 
lem. I learned nothing about her. Wiigile 
I was in camp she kept in the background 
Her hair, which must once have been 
brown, was stained with henna to hide the 
gray. She might have been anything over 
fifty, but the other woman assured me she 
was very young.

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What Was Justice In This Case? 


Defense attorneys leaped to their feet to 
voice their objections to this query, but 
Blazer did not wait for a decision .rom the 
court. He fairly shouted his reply: 

“No, I am not.” 


The usual wrangle between experts oc- 
curred the next and last day, when alienists 
for each side disagreed on the witness stand 
regarding the defendant's sanity at the time 
of his daughter's death. 


In summing up Mowry asserted the state 
had failed to prove that a murder had been 
committed. He said that the Colorado law, 
founded on the common law which pre- 
vailed in England in 1607, since she had not 
been a reasonable human being. 


Said Judge Johnson. 


“The law is not concerned with metaphys- 
ical discussion or religious doctrines of what 
may be the soul of an individual. This <s 
not for lawyers or the courts. The law has 
only to do with a being born of woman. 
It is not concerned with the form with 
which nature clothed it. 


“It is born of woman and lives. It is a 
human being. It is murder to kill it, take 
its life, even though it may lack all or near- 
ly all the attributes of a fully ' developed 
person.” 


Thus it was that the the jury went to its 
deliberations more to decide on the ques- 
tion of whether or not Dr. Blazer had been 
in his right mind when he killed Hazel 
rather than to decide whether such a kill- 
ing, under such circumstances as had been 
outlined to them, was justifiable. 

The deliberations lasted fourteen hours, 
and then the jury reported that there had 
been no agreement. District Attorney Stone 
therefore asked for a dismissal of the 
charges. The court did so. And Dr. Blazer 
walked from the courtroom a free man. 

It was said that the jury might very soon 
have brought in a verdict more in his favor 
as they had stood 11 to 1 for acquittal. 

Dr. Blazer no longer lives in Denver. Im- 
mediately after the trial he went to Tierra 
Amarillo, N. M., where he was employed 
for a time as a foreman in a lumber camp. 
The work proved too heavy for him and he 
returned to Colorado, rnigrating from one 
town to another until he finally settled 
in La Jara, Col., a small town in the cat- 
tle country in southwestern Colorado. He 
does odd jobs. 

He has returned to Denver only once. 
That was early in.1927 when he came to 
testify in his daughter's divorce suit against 
Roy Bishop.
